746 delegates attended 
with 709 voting, and the 
crowd was estimated at 940, 
Sitting MP is Mr, Jack Biggs 
who is retiring at the end 
of this term, 
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It was a memorable day for the Sturgeon General Hospital when Mrs, Doreen Robinson, 
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The fierce snow and wind 
storm which lashed St, Al« 
bert and surrounding area 
during the weekend raised 
havoc with Calgary Power 
Ltd, grid, causing poor in- 
terruption in some sectors 
for more than 22 hours, 

High winds and about six 
inches of wet snow started 
in this area Friday night 
and continued until late Sat- 
urday, causing power lines 
to sag and swing together 
thus tripping switches, One 
line near the Sturgeon Gen- 
eral Hospital sagged so 
much under the weight of 
ice that the switches would 
Spring open as fast as the 
men could go through the 
tedious job of snapping them 
back into position, 

Virtually every district 
in the storm’s path suffer- 
ed outages which varied in 
duration from a few mine 
utes to the more serious 
ones lasting up to 22 hours, 
In the Morinville district, 
Calgary Power Ltd. men 
were still on the job Sun- 
day, attending to isolated 
outages and replacing dam= 
aged equipment, 

Ed Bertram, assistant 
district manager in St, Ale 
bert said their problems 
were further complicated by 
motorists stranded on the 
highways and blocking ser- 
vice trucks from getting 
quickly to the trouble areas, 
In many instances, crews 
endeavoured to assist stran- 
ded motorists whenever 
possible on their way to an 
emergency call. The wet 


slushy snow made highway 
travel very hazardous, this 
was made abundantly clear 
when service crews dis- 
covered dozens of vehicles 
strewn along 50 Street in 
Edmonton and on Highway 28 
north, Most had skidded into 
the ditch, others had spun 
out-of-control across the 
highway while others were 
simply made temporarily 
immobile by the conjestion, 

District Manager Elmer 
Beisiegel said an estimated 
225 Calgary Power Ltd. 
crewmen were called into 
service during the storm, 
Besides CPL staff, there 
were power line contractors 
who assessed the full impact 
of the emergency situation 
and volunteered their sere 
vices, ‘‘This helped us im- 
mensly,’’ Mr, Beisiegel said 
“however, in just about 
every district there was no 
way we could gain ground 
on the troubles until the 
weather cleared.’’ He ex- 
plained that as soon as the 
breakers were reset, the

winds wouid cause the lines 
to cross and anoutage would 
occur again, 

The area hardest hit by 
the storm was Red Deer and 
vicinity, Power supply was 
interrupted for 12 hours in 
that city. Two double-pole 
structures on which rests 
the 138,000 volt line feeding 
Red Deer toppled under the 
tremendous strain of the 
snow, ice and winds, Hoist 
cranes had to be used to 
suspend the line, North of 
that city, 14 other double- 
pole structures fell and 
power service had to be 


‘rerouted to rural areas over 


other lines. It is estimated 
that it will be a few days 
before the poles can be re- 
placed, 

Estimated costs ofdam- 
age as a result of the storm 
have been placed close to 
$100,000 by Calgary power. 
Mr, Beisiegel said the com- 
pany appreciates the pat- 
ience and understanding 
shown by CPL customers 
during those trying hours,

$2 Million Modernizing Plan 
Unveiled By AGT For St. Albert 


Alberta Government 
Telephones has its eye on 
the future and part of those 
plans include a $2 million 
project which will bring lar- 
ger premises for St, Albert, 
ultra-modern telephone 
equipment designed to 
handle future expansion of 
this town, 

Scheduled for August of 
this year is a modern 60 
ft. by 60 ft. building addi- 
tion to the present facilit- 
ies and 3,200 lines of elec- 
tronic switching equipment 
scheduled to be put into 
service about one year later 

The last cry in modern 
equipment coming to St, Al- 
bert was first unveiled in 
Canada at Expo 67. This 
ultraemodern_ electronic 
switching equipment has 
made its first appearance 
in Alberta this year in the 
Oakridge sub-division of 
Calgary, next will be St. 
Albert. 

This electronic switching 
equipment can be readily 
adapted to the services of 
the future as they become 
available. Some of these 
services include call-wait- 
ing, call-forwarding, speed- 
calling and conference-dial- 
ing. Officials of AGT explain 
the above’ terms in the 
following order: Call-wait- 
ing comes into use if a 
second call comes in while 
the phone is in use, Call- 
forwarding is used when a 
subscriber wants his phone 
to ring another number while 
he is away, Speed-calling 
is where less than seven 
digits need to be dialed and

1973 at which time the first 
three digits will be 459, 
New customers connected to 
the new electronic equip- 
ment after August 19, 1973 
will have numbers comm- 
encing with another prefix,

to Spain

March 18 we left Madrid 
by bus for Granada, We were 
a small group only 10soa 
“mini-bus’’ was used and 
the way they take curves is 
an experience in itself. 

The first part of the trip 
was through a very fertile 
valley - miles and miles of 
olive trees, vineyards and 
grain fields, Here we passed 
through ‘‘Don Quixote Coun- 
try,’ a few windmills are 
left as tourist attractions. 
We stopped at a little inn 
which has a monument to 
Don Quixote in the court- 
yard - the inn has-a court- 
yard with the wine cellar to 
one side - huge casks placed 
along the walls, stone floor 
all very clean, 

After about 80-100 miles 
out the countryside becomes 
very mountainous in fact 
before we reached Granada 
we had gone through three 
mountain passes. Even 
where it is very rugged there 
are little settlements and 
olive trees growing right 
out of the rocks, AS we 
neared Granada we had a 
beautiful view of the snow- 
capped Sierra Nevada, 

Granada is avery pic- 
turesque spot with moun- 
tains all around with of 
course the Alhambra as the 
main attraction, From our 
hotel we had a lovely view 
at night when the Alhambra 
was lighted and the outline 
against the sky was delight- 
ful, 

There is a ‘‘Gypsy Sece 
tion’’ of Granada where the 
people live in caves in the 
mountainside - we went 
there to watch the “Gypsy 
Dancers.’’ The walls of the 
caves are whitewashed and 
all sorts of copper kettles 
and ornaments hang from 
the ceiling, The room we 
were in was about 18’ x 30’, 
there were approximately 
15 guests and 10 = 12 dane 
cers, They do an attempt at 
Flamenco dancing - some 
of their costumes are quite 
good, some are very tatt- 
ered, Age is no barrier 
to dancing some of the dane 
cers were quite old and 
carried a good number of 
extra pounds, but this did 
not seem to lessen their 
enthusiasm, The streets in 
this area are narrow and 
dark - all sort of eerie

attractions of Granada, 
The Generalife or Summer 
Home is on a hill even 
higher than the Alhambra, 
the grounds are lovely. I 
think the Cypress Walk was 
special - an avenue of trees 
with many flowers growing 
and all sort of damp and 
woodsy. There is an open 
air theatre which is still 
used for the yearly musi- 
cal festival, 

These original buildings 
date back to the 14th and 
15th centuries - with of 
course additions and 
changes of different periods 
of history. 

The Alhambra itself is 
most beautiful, the carvings 
with the colors so unfaded 
are works of art very diffi- 
cult to describe. The palace 
is divided into three sec- 
tions: Courts of Justice, 
Parliament buildings and the 
living quarters - each has 
something distinctive and 
the views from the archway 
shaped windows is some- 
thing one couldn’t forget. 
There are also many foun- 
tains and pools with beauti- 
ful pillars and columns sur- 
rounding them, The courte 
yards have designs laid out 
on the walks, all in colored 
stones, I’m afraid its all 
something so beautiful my 
meagre vocabulary is ex- 
hausted - perhaps I should 
suggest a trip to Spain to 
see it all, 

The cathedral in Granada 
is very large - beautiful 
pillars and stained glass 
windows, Ferdinand and Ise 
abella are buried there - 
their tombs are works of 
art in Italian marble. 

We also visited amuseum 
which was a monastery up 
until about the 16th century. 
The most outstanding item 
there was a painting of a 
large cross which was paine 
ted flat on the wall, but done 
in such a way, that, as you 
stand back, it appears to 
have dimensions, 

Monday we left Granada 
and came by bus 60 miles to 
Torremolinos = again the 
first part was through avery 
fertile valley of orchards 
and vineyards, Then we went 
up through avery high moune 
tain-pass known as Lions

Gate and down along the 
Mediterranean Coast to Ma- 
laga - Torremolinos is only 
three or four miles farther 
along the coast - it’s a real 
tourist town, but our hotel 
is away from the centre of 
the town along the beach, 
from our balcony we have a 
view of the sea = which aff- 
ords you different pictures 
according to the time of day 
and the weather. So far the 
weather has not been hot, 
but with the exception of a

Swimning Schedule Outlined 


An advertisement in this 
issue contains information 
about admission fees to the 
pool which is scheduled to 
open on Saturday, May 20 
and which normally closes 
around the middle of Sep- 
tember. 

The schedule of activities 
will be published shortly 
and basically it will be the 
same as in previous years, 
New residents may be in- 
terested to know that every 
endeavour is made to ace 
commodate as many differ- 
ent age groups and cate- 
gories as possible. There 
are therefore public, teen, 
adult and family sessions 
included in the ‘‘curricu- 
lum’”’ which is always sub- 
ject to adjustment, depend- 
ing on attendance, etc, and 
something new is often add- 
ed, For instance, in 1971 
an hour was set aside on 

_ Sunday evenings for people 
with scuba equipment which, 
of course, they were unable 
to use in the pool at any 
other time, The recently 
appointed pool supervisor, 
Rob Mc Phee, has mentioned 
a ‘Kiddies Korner’’ on Sate 
urday mornings which was 
very popular in Camrose 
where he has supervised 
the pool for the last two 
years; a similar session 
may be added to our sche- 
dule here. 

As St. Albert is very much 
a family town, there are at 
least four family sessions 
scheduled each week during 
July and August and usually 
two each week during June, 


These sessions have prov- 
ed very acceptable - espe- 
cially to families where 
there are children toosmall 
or too young to swim during 
public swimming or where 
children are just a little 
apprehensive of the water, 

During school hours the 
pool is available to the 
Schools under the terms of 
the Joint Use Agreement 
between the town and the 
two school districts, and 
the policy adopted by the 
school boards when the pool 
opened in 1967 allows all 
Grade Two students to have 
the opportunity to learn to 
swim, This policy and the 
regular Red Cross and RLSS 
classes means there is little 
excuse for anyone in St, Al- 
bert not being completely 
at home in the water! The 
regular Red Cross classes 
run in two-week sessions « 
eight altogether are held 
during the summer, All 
levels of instruction for all 
ages are offered, from 
adults down to pre=school- 
ers who learn with their 
mums and dads, 

The foregoing outline is 
intended to acquaint new- 
comers especially with what 
to expect from the pool sche- 
dule, It has evolved over the 
years, is subject to change 
and additions but the aim is 
always to cater to as many 
people as possible,

The Problem 


. As a result of the rapid 
rate of growth in St, Albert 
over the past two years the 
Protestant Separate School 
Board finds itself in the 
position of planning two new 
elementary schools or one 
elementary and one elemen- 
tary-junior high school to be 
operational probably for the 
1973-74 school term, 

There has been a growing 
recognition that educational 
facilities and programs 
should be totally enmeshed 
in the social, economic and 
physical vitality of the com- 
munity, The public is asking 
that new schools be planned 
as community institutions 
serving adults as well as 
children, performing social 
and cultural as well as edu- 
cational functions, The con- 
cepts underlying this app- 
roach are that physical in- 
tegration of educational 
facilities into the total fabric 
of the community will result 
in maximum social and 
economic as well as en- 
vironmental benefits for the 
community, If we are to 
improve the educational 
process we must integrate 
the total social system 
rather than just modify the 
schools, 

This approach tothe plan- 
ning and function ofour edu- 
cational facilities is par- 
ticularly significant to the 
smaller communities such 
as St, Albert where existing 
facilities are limited and 
unnecessary duplication of 
facilities may be minimized 
with careful planning, This 
suggests however that edue 
cational facility planning 
must become part of an 
overall strategy for com- 
munity development, 

The traditional methods 
of new school planning fre- 
quently result in schools 
that serve neither educa- 
tion nor the community as 
well as they should, No 
school can fulfil its funce 
tions unless the life of the 
school and the life of the 
community are so actively 
and intensely interrelated 
that one is the extension of 
the other, The ‘educational 
facilities charrette’ is a

unique planning process de- 
Signed to create new edu- 
cational complexes that 
serve as a focal point for 
community involvement in 
education, 

Schools must be related 
to community resources and 
to the linkage system that 
connects the school to these 
resources, Curriculum 
must take advantage of the 
ongoing process of comm- 
unity life, 


The Charrette 


An ‘Educational Facilit- 
ies Charrette’ is a teche 
nique for studying and ree 
solving educational facilit- 
ies development problems 
within the context of the 
total community planning 
needs. The technique re- 
quires a majority represen- 
tation of community resi- 
dents as participants, and 
community leadership di- 
rection of a multidiscipline 
ary group - educators; plan- 
ners, architects, engineers, 
economists, psychologists, 
business _ representatives, 
local public officials and 
students - intensely study- 
ing community problems in 
open public forum to ach- 
ieve creative solutions, Pri- 
mary emphasis is given to 
educational facility and pro- 
gram as the natural catalyst 
for total community involve- 
ment, The principal purpose 
is to arrive at implement- 
able plans and solutions to 
community problems ina 
compressed time period, 
The charrette is kept prac- 
tical and viable through 
commitment of local re- 
sources which leads to a 
high probability of imple- 
mentation of charrette solu- 
tions, 


Advantages 


There are several poten- 
tial advantages derived from 
an Educational Facilities 
Charrette: 

1, The distance and divie 
sions between community 
sions between community 
and power structure, be- 
tween school and commun- 
ity can be drastically ree 
duced, Together they can 
produce a plan for com- 
munity involvement that is 
creative, comprehensive, 
produces a shared environ- 
ment of social, economic 
and physical linkages bet- 
ween school and commun- 
ity, and which commands 
the support of the commun- 
ity it is meant to serve, 

2, (a) Through total in- 
volvement of all parties 
ideas, concepts, and value 


judgements can be confron- 
ted, tested and resolved in 
public forum; 

(b) The enthusiasm and 
imagination of ordinary citi- 
zens can succeed in open- 
ing up possibilities the ex- 
perts had not thought of or 
had not thought feasible -or 
uncovering ways of over- 
coming budgetary and poli- 
tical constraints that had 
simply been taken for gran- 
ted. 

3, With experts from diff- 
erent fields looking at the 
same problem andeach add- 
ing his knowledge and exe 
perience to the evolving mix 
of ideas, better solutions 
would be forthcoming and 
the educational value to the 
participants would be en- 
hanced, 

4, The charrette gener- 
ates effective economy 

(a) Marshalls full use of 
resources already avail- 
able - with a minimum of 
direct cash flow; 

(b) Encourages long term 
community planning and co- 
ordination of facilities, thus 
avoiding unnecessary and 
costly duplications, 

5, Charrette produces a 
high probability of demon- 
Stration that educational 
facilities are a natural 
catalyst for community in- 
volvement, 

6. The charrette elicits 
community cohesion, supp- 
ort, confidence, and leader- 
ship in the direction of its 
future progress, 

7, The charrette becomes 
an educational experience 
for each of the participants, 
Each individual or group 
comes to learn and under- 
stand much more about the 
other than either might 
otherwise have imagined

Tw new wheat varieties 


licensed for W Canada 


The Alberta department 
of agriculture’s cereal and 
oilseed crops specialist, 
Sherman Yelland, reports 
that two new wheat varieties 
have been licensed by the 
Canada department of agri- 
culture, 

One of these is a bearded, 
hard red spring wheat call- 
ed Napayo, Although this 
variety compares favorably 
with Manitou in Eastern 
Saskatchewan and Manitoba, 
it is not being distributed 
to any growers in Alberta 
because it is slightly infer- 
ior to Neepawa, 

The other newly licensed 
variety is a soft red spring 
wheat called Glenlea, It is a 
very high yielding feed or 
utility wheat (averages 24 
per cent higher than Neep- 
awa) with a kernel that is 
about a third larger than 
that of Neepawa, It has good 
resistance to stem and leaf 
rust, common root rot, loose 
smut and head discoloration, 
It is officially described as 
maturing one or two days 
later than Neepawa, Howe 
ever, Alberta tests have 


shown that it matures even 
later than that, In the Ed- 
monton area, it matured four 
to five days later than Nee- 
pawa and at Beaverlodge 
it matured four to eight days 
later than Neepawa, In the 
Lethbridge area its matur- 
ity was the same as that of 
Neepawa, In all regions it 
matured earlier than the 
feed wheat, Pitic 62, 

Glenlea is recommended 
for Alberta, but unfortun- 
ately only 50 bushels will be 
available inthe province this 
year, These 50 bushels are 
being distributed on a merit 
system to select seed grow- 
ers of wheat,

Supervised by museum 
directors and the curator, 
the history of St, Albert will 
be presented in eight pro- 
gressive chapters. Each 
chapter will be contained 
in a separate cabinet. Be- 
ginning from the early 19th 
century, the story will move 
to the early 20th century, 

The first chapter, or cab- 
inet, the museum visitor will 
view, will show Alberta as 
the Indians knew it, Mrs. 
Arlene Borgstede, who has 
done the research for this 
cabinet, has prepared a map 
showing the geographical 
features of Alberta and the 
territories of the native In- 
dians, 

Mrs. Borgstede notes that 
the coming of traders, tech- 
nology and disease disrupted 
the Indian way of life, 

Desiring to help the west- 
ern Indians bridge the old 
and the new, she relates, 
Father Lacombe in Quebec

“He arrived at Fort Ede 
monton in 1852, In the years 
that followed, he became 
both a protector and a mee 


diator for the Indians, He 
lived with them, spoke their 
language, understood and 
loved them.’’

The next cabinet deals 
with the Big Lake area (later 
St. Albert) after establish- 
ment of the trading post at 
Fort Edmonton, Mrs, Lucy

Subsequent chapters inthe 
story of St. Albert will be 
told through stories about 
Bishop Grandin, the Grey 
Nuns and the three Oblate 
tragedies. These will be 
described in a later issue,
